1C)73,  Marquette  j 
IJolic;.  witU  tl..'\y  serv  ints  and  j 
iS  floMted  ouf  of  the  tnontli  of  the  | 
phsiii,  upon  tlie  placid  tiosoni  of 
^^^rTuajestic  Mississippi  river,  of 
wilich  they  had  li.Mid  nuich  from  the 
Indians  aiuong^  wlioai  ihey  had  labor- 
ed for  many  years.  Tlieir  oljject  was 
exiJloratioii  and  discovery. 

Tliey  were  the  first  white  men  that 
ever  saw,  or  navij^ated  the  upper  Miss- 
issipjji,  from  the  place  wlier-,'  they  en- 
tered, to  the  moutli  of  the  Ohio. 
■  Tlie  latter  part  of  June  or  first  put 
of  July  tliey  passed  aloiifrtliat  portion 
of  the  Mississippi  rivei  where  Piasa 
Cliautanqua  As.sembly  is  now  located. 
In  his  report  of  thisexp^'ditiou,  to  the 
French  Govertiment,  Marquette  Rives 
a  descriptioiLOf  these  liluffs.  and  the 
famed  pictures  of  the  'Pias.-i  Rird"  as 
follows: 

'"As  we  coasted  alonj--  the  rocks, 
frifrhlfui  lor  tlieii-  heiy-hth  and  vast- 
ness.  wcsavv  npun  one  of  them  two 
hu^'C  monsters  painted  iqxm  it.  that 
we  were  alarmed  at  first  sijjiit.and  up- 
on which  the  most  courageous  sav:i- 
ges  dare  not  for  a  louj,'  time  fasten 
their  eyes. 

They  areas  large  as  a  calf,  liave 
horns  upon  the  head  like  a  deer,  a 
frightful  look,  red  eyes,  a  liear;l  like 
a  tiger,  a  face  something  like  a  man's. 
a  body  covered  with  scr.les.  the  tail  so 
looff  that  it  made  the  circuit  of  the 
body,  passing  over  tlie  he;id  aud  re- 
turning between  the  legs,  terminating 
in  a  tail  like  that  of  a  ti.sh.  The  col- 
ors that  composed  it,  were  green,  red 
aud  black.  In  truth  these  two  mon- 
sters are  so  well  painted  that  we  can- 
not believe  a  savage  was  the  workman 
since  good  painters  in  France  would 
lind  it  difficult  to  do  as  well:  and  more- 
over, 1  iiey  are  so  high  upon  the  rock, 
that  it  is  ditticult  to  reach  them  con- 
vonieutly  by  painters  "' 

'•As  we  were  conversing  about  these 
monsters,  rowing  quieiiy  in  the  beau- 
tiful water,    clear    and    tranquil,    we 
heard  the  noise  of  a  rajjid   into  which 
we  were  going  to  fall.      1  liave  never 
seen  anything  more  frightful:  an  nu- 
pedinient  caused  by    wiiole  trees  and 
branches,  and  floating  islands  proceed- 
ed from  the  uiouth  of  the  river  Peket- 
ononi,( Missouri)  with  so  much  impetu- 
osity, that  we   could   not    atteinpt  to 
pass  across  without  danger:  the  agita- 1 
tion  was  such  tliai   the   water  was  all  1 
muddy  and  could  not  be  purified."         ■ 
It  will  be  seen  from  Marquette's  de- 1 
scription  that   these   ••monsters"  par-  ] 
take  of  the  characteristics  of  rnau.  an- 
imal,  and  fish,  but  have  neither  feat  h- 
ers,  nor  wings  as  claimed  bv  later  tra- 
dition.
